After five o’clock this evening the 
ju ry was >till out deliberating on a 
verdict and there are some who an­ 
ticipate a “ hung jury” for already 
thev have had time to 
discuss the

case and take several ballots. 
In event they fail to 
agree on a 
verdict it is likely that the case will 
never be tried again for it has been 
an uphill grind for the prosecution 
throughout. 
They had to depend al­ 
most solely upon the 
testimony of 
John Tribbey and they found it im­ 
possible to find good 
citizens 
who 
would testify that his character and 
reputation for truth and 
veracity 
w as good. 
On the other hand nearly 
one hundred declared it to be bad, 
while they swore that the character 
o f all the defendants was good and 
above reproach. 


Martin's 
Opening 


A. E. Martin, of the law firm of 
Watson, Titsworth & Green, made the 
opening speech for the defense this 
morning and there is 110 doubt but 
what his plea had a telling effect on 
the jurymen for he waxed eloquent in 
oratorical flights when not reviewing 
the evidence. 
It was Mr. Martin’s maiden effort 
in a criminal ease and he took ad­ 
vantage of the golden opportunity to 
make a name for himself as a plead­ 
ing barrister. 
In 
the 
opening he 
stated that we 
witnessed in 
this 
trial the culmination of a drama that 
had its beginning twenty-five years 
ago, when John Tribbey took sixteen- 
year-old Leona Conoway to Ohio and 
returned saying she was his wife. 
Their married life has been one series 
o f storms and brawls 
and 
at the 
height of a stormy career here comes 
the man whom she cast her lot with 
ai^l openly acuses her of infidelity. 
Mr. Martin emphasized the fact that 
Tribbey had been proven a man of 
violated temperament and he askel 
that the jury carefully weigh the evi­ 
dence of such a man. 
lit* said they 
bad a right t o demand of him that he 
come to them clean and undefiled if 
he chose 
t o consistently point the 
finger of accusation against his wife 
and here the attorney employed the 
scriptural story that has for a sub- 
stunce“ let he that is without sin cast 
the first stone.” 
Then Mr. Tribbey spoke of the son 
o f the Tribbeys, saying he had ever 
clung to the mother and again he 
used a biblical application in send­ 
ing this point home. 
He referred to 
the Saviour dying 011 the cross when 
he commended 
his 
mother to 
the 
apostle John and used this as a par­ 
allel. 


The acumulated troubles of Mrs. 
Tribbey were noted by the attorney. 
He said that she was made to suffer 
seeing her son drivein from 
home; 
see other women win the affections 
that rightfully belonged to her; have 
her husband accuse her of infidelity 
and association with other men— one 
a school boy and another an aged 
negro, past the sixtieth mile stone— ; 
made to sit by and see the family 
skeleton dragged out in view of the 
public, and many, many things dis­ 
closed she considered sacred around 
her fireside that 
justice 
might be 
meeted out; 
saw her husband try to 


become dissipated and then as a cli­ 
max to all of these things be charged 
by her husband of a criminal o f­ 
fense. 
Charged with a erime by a 
man who still lives beneath the same 
roof and would sit facing her in open 
court and seek to deprive her of her 
liberty. 
Attorney Martin said that Trib- 
bey’s demeanor 
on the 
stand was 
enough to impeach his 
testimony. 
The man who sat there complacently 
and boldly asserted that he bought 
jewelry for other girls and smiled 
when others testified that he fondled 
them. 
The matter of the condition 
under which Tribbey said he recog­ 
nized his assailants was now taken 
up. 
How preposterous it was, said 
the attorney, to say that sane men, 
bent upon 
mobbing 
a man, would 
come after it was said the had made 
careful preparations, and enter the 
home of their victim without masks 
and stand about his bed in the full 
glow of a gas light to be recognized 
by him. 
Then he pointed out the 
conflicting statements made by the 
prosecuting witness since the white- 
capping occurred. 
First he said he 
did not see any of them; 
again he 
said he recognized several of them; 
another time he said he thought he 
knew who they were; 
to others he 
declared he did not know a single 
person in the mob, and to his wife 
and hired hand asked that they keep 
the matter quiet that the guilty par­ 
ties would trap themselves by mak­ 
ing the matter known. 
The attorney then went over the 
facts regarding his motive in naming 
the men he did as being the ones that 
• 
whipped him. 
All were his neighbors 
with whom he had quarreled and his 
main object in prosecuting them, he 
said, was to 
collect 
damages 
of 
manner, if possible, lor he knew them 
them. 
He said Tribbey has employed 
counsel for that end, had secured the 
evidence of a physician regarding 
his condition following the whiteeap- 
ping; 
had had a picture taken at 
the request of his lawyer that the 
extent of his injuries might be shown 
in civil proceedings; 
and had told 
a number of 
people 
that all 
he 
wanted was some of the defendant’s 
money and that he did not care to 
send them to the penitentiary. These 
men he despised for they had inter­ 
fered with his plans when he sought 
the company of girls he chose to go 
with. 
Most of the defendants were 
relatives of his wife. 
The attorney then stated that the 
very best men in the community had 
come in open court and testified that 
the character o f the accused men 
were above reproach while they posi­ 
tively declared that 
John 
Tribbey 
was an evil character. 
The gather­ 
ings at the McFatridge home— the 
so-called clans— was 
explained by 
the fact that the latch key always 
hung out at that home and that it 
had been the custom of the family 
for years to keep open house to their 
friends and relatives. 
This 
was 
brought to offset the statement re­ 
garding the plans of mob eminating 
from that source. 


Mr. Martin said every mother’s son 
had proven an alibi irom the testi­ 
mony of quite a number— several of 
them 
disinterested 
parties— they 
showed that they 
were at 
their

homes 011 the eventful night. 
There 
was 110 evidence against the defend­ 
ants, he said, except 
the 
word of 
John Tribbey, and that what he said 
was valueless. 
He said the prose­ 
cution had failed to show that the 
defendants ever met together; ever 
made any threats; 
ever wore any 
masks or were

Mr. Martin made a plea 
for his clients saying they were fa r ­ 
mers and 
not men 
given to 
such 
things; 
he made a plea for them as 
men of families— all of them being 
married save one, and he a school 
boy— and said that on this occasion, 
the eve of a festive and glorious hol­ 
iday, a gift giving time, it would be 
apropos for the jury to return a ver­ 
dict of not guilty and place in the 
hands of the defendants the verdict 
of acquittal and 
exoneration that 
rightfully belonged to them, and give 
them the liberty that was only placed 


The closing argument for the de­ 
fense was made 
by 
Congressman 
Watson, and he spoke for over two 
hours. 
Without a doubt it was easily 
the best speech ever heard in the 
court house and possibly one of the 
best ever delivered in a criminal case 
in Indiana. 
He held the attention of 
the jury throughout and at 
times 
there dropped a tear from one of 
them and he played upon their heart 
strings and aroused their emotions, 
such as was never witnessed here 
before. 
Strong hearted 
men dis­ 
played their emotions 
and in 
the 
crowded court room mothers were 
seen to plant a kiss on the chubby 
faced infants they held in their hands 
when the speaker touched upon ques** 
tions near and dear to mothers and 
the sac*red fireside. 
Mr. Watson began by stating to the 
jury that it was an old 
trick with 
him, when he was a young attorney, 
to warn jurors of the eloquence of 
men older in the practice, and not 
allow themselves to be swayed by 
the charms of oratory or have their 
better judgments swept avside by a 
gifted tongue. 
This was the allega­ 
tion Attorney Meiks made against 
Watson in his closing remarks and 
the speaker said he wanted to dissi­ 
pate that thought as it was a trick*— 
not sinister, but albeit clever— for he 
stood there only to appeal to their 
judgments; 
to appeal to their heads, 
not their hearts. 
He said he 
had 
never taken a lesson in elocution in 
his life, neither had lie ever studied 
rhetoric and he wanted to put the 
case before them in an 
intelligent 
to be American citizens capable of 
sitting in judgment. He declared that 
the ornaments of oratory amount to I 
naught when prison 
doors 
stood 
yawning i of whole families and that

it was a time for sober thinking and j 
deliberation. 
Briefly he reviewed the story of the 
assault on John 
Tribbey 
and the 
scenes attending that event both be­ 
fore and afterwards. 
As a matter 
of course he admitted that such a 
tiling occurred, but he said, raising 
to his full height: 
“ There is 110 doubt but that John 
Tribbey got a 
good 
thrashing or 
smacking or whatever you want to 
call it, but you’ve got the wrong fel­ 
low's here.” 
Mr. Watson spoke at some length 
on the proposed egging event that 
involved Mrs. Tribbey, Perry Collins, 
the McFatridge boys and John Ad­ 
ams. 
He said that 
that 
occurred 
early in the spring and the prosecu­ 
tion had failed distinctly to connect 
it in any manner writh the whiteeap- 
ping that occurred in August. 
He 
admonished the jurors that if they 
were firmly convinced that this affair 
lad something directly to do with tjie 
whitecapping, or that it Was a con­ 
necting event, they had no right as 
jurors to give it any consideration 
whatever. 
If it threw* any light on 
lie final transaction then it was ad- 
misable, but otherwise it was of 110 
value in this case. 
Mr. Watson then 
covered 
the 
ground 
relative to 
grand jury’s returning indictments. 
He said the fact that a grand jury 
indicted a person or persons, was no 
evidence that they were guilty. 
It 
was no proof, but only formed the 
basis for the further ferreting out of 
a crime. 
He said the State attorneys 
had inferred if the men on trial had 
not committed the crime, then who 
did; 
as much as to say that the de­ 
fense must find out the guilty par­ 
ties. 
Under the law, he said, it was 
the duty of the prosecuting attorney 
to learn and seek out the guilty par­ 
ties. 
He said the defendants came 
into court clothed in the white gar­ 
ment of innocence and remained so 
until they were proven otherwise. 
In recounting the story of the pro­ 
posed egging of Tribbey, Mr. Watson 
said that ample proof was offered 
both by Jerry Collins and Mrs. Trib­ 
bey, showing that Collins had gone 
to Arlington to seek out Tribbey at 
the Williams home, at the solicitation

Watson said there was no motive 
to prompt Lafe Goldman to take part 
in the proceedings and that the Gold­ 
man and Tribbey families had always 
been good friends. 
He recalled that 
Mrs. Goldman had been out of her 
bed four or five times 011 the night of 
the whitecapping. and 
mother-like, 
went into the room where her chil­ 
dren were asleep and there saw her 
son in bed and swore he could not 
possibly have been with the white- 
cappers. 
It was Tribbey’s intention, he said, 
to file suit for damages if the pres­ 
ent defendants were indicted. 
There 
was enough proof to bear out that 
statement, he declared. 
Tribbey did 
not say Collins was there, because 
Collins does not own land, but he did 
say the others were and he also said 
he hoped to get some of their money. 
In closing Watson brought out in 
a forcible maner, the great Niagara 
flood of witnesses who testified in be­ 
half of the defendants. 
He said: 
“ I have three boys growing up and 
if they should be so unfortunate as 
to be accused of a crime, all I could 
hope for is that by their previous 
lives, they could command such an 
array of neighbors to come to their 
aid, and testify in their behalf as the 
neighbors of these defendants have.” 
Watson made a strong closing ap­ 
peal to the jurors and there is no 
doubt but what his words went deep 
down into their hearts and 
had a 
wonderful effect, for he held 
their 
wrapt attention and played on their 
heart strings at will. 
Then, too, the 
force of his argument 
had 
much 
weight with them- at least it seemed 
so. 
But there

ment, saying it was as complete a 
document as they ever heard read 
to a jury.
